[New York Sun:] The arrival of a 
number of Russian Jews in the steer- 
age of the steamship Statendam yes- 
terday gave rise to a report that the 
first batch of Kishineff refugees had 
reached this city. The immigration of- 
ficials and the representative of a Jew- 
ish society at Ellis Island found that 
there was not a refugee in the lot, and 
that the Russians knew little or noth- 
ing about the riots. The refugees are 
not expected here before next week. 

A letter from Tiraspol, Russia, dated 
May 4 and received bere yesterday, 
confirmed the deniala Of a massacre 
there, but told of anti-Semitic agita- 
tions which caused the Jews a good 
deal of anxiety. The letter was sent 
to Morris Prelutsky of No. 63 Suffolk 
street by his father and was taken 
to the Office of the’ Daily Jewish Her- 
ald. It says in part: 

“It will surely be interesting to you 
to hear what goes on here at Tiraspol. 
We have not had a massacre as yet,

From this very brief and imperfect 
account of respiration it will be readily 
understood that if, instead of twenty-

five cubic inches of atr at each iIn- 
halation, we take fifteen, both the 
amount of oxygen available for ab- 
sorption into the blood and the re- 
moval of the waste brought by the 
blood to the lungs must be greatly 


reduced. This means that the organs 
and tissues of the body, all of which 
drain their oxygen from the blood and 
all of which pour certain of their poi- 
sons into the blood, must be both 
starved and poisoned—siarved for oxy- 
gen and poisoned by theif own waste 
Thus, not only do the lungs suffer 
from ‘mproper breathing, but every 
part of the body is weakened and made 
more prone to failure or disease. It is 
equally obvious that, if we increase 
the tidal air from fifteen cubic inches 
at-each breath to twenty-five, we have 
by just so much increased the nutri- 
tion of the general system and the 
elimination of the body poisons.

The conditions for preper breathing 
are three—first, erect carriage. second, 
flexibility of the chest walls, and. third, 
freedom from tight clot fing.

An erect carriage is essential to 
proper breathing, because when the 
body is tinerect the head, neck and 
shoulders, bearing down on the cheat, 
force the ribs downward and inward 
and destroy that flexibility which is 
necessary to the normal act of respira- 
tion.

Lecal Banks May Take the Issue. 
City Attorney Confident that the 
Bonds Can be Sold in the Near Fu- 
ture—Lone Bid to be Rejected.

“ONE “DRUNKS” 
AT BAR OF JUSTICE. 


SHOCKING TEMPERANCE LESSON 
IN DAY’S POLICE RECORDS. 


One Hundred and Thirty-one Dollars 
or Days Inflicted on Unfortunates. 
Youth of Good Family Confessed 
Burglar—Old Man's Serious Trouble. 


June 1 (yesterday) was as busy a 
day as Justices Austin and Chambers 
have hag in the .Police Court in some 
moons, though no case of remarkable 
importance was. disposed of. Fifty- 
one “gentlemen”--that’s the way the 
police Officers referred to “em-—-were 
called upon to plead to the world-old 
charge of ‘being drunk—that is to say, 
at least, of having been drunk. Of this 
total nurmber of unfortunates, nineteen 
were Mexicans and thirty-two of divers 
other nationalities, and a flercer-look- 
ing lot of blear-eyed, sodden-faced 
“jokers’’ it would be hard (to °xiracit at 
notice from the deck of human cards. 

It was Monday, and Saturday night 
and Sunday go before that day. Two 
of the fifty-one drunks had their cases 
continued, nine were promounced guilty 
and will be sentenced today: three 
escaped by non-filing of complaint, 
and the rest divided between them total 
fines amounting to $13l1—-with the al- 
ternative of serving the same number 
of days in jail. The individual = § sen- 
tences ranged from $1 to $40. Straight 
down the line the cholos pleaded not 
guilty. ignorantly taking their cue 
from the first of their countrymen-in- 
woe, whose case carried mitigating 
circumstances, which enabled him to 
draw a capital-prigze fine of only $1. 

WILL GO TO THE PEN. 

What is Charles Wilson's true name? 
If it were known, his present plight 
might give him wider advertisement 
than he cares for. Wilson has con- 
fessed to burglary. though he says he. 
wants to consult an attorney before he 
enters his plea, with the court. About 
twilight on the evening of May 19, the 
home of F. R. Hawley. No. 1100 Fe- 
dora street, was forced and entered 
and a fine topcoat and Panama hat 
were stolen: No one was at home when 
the burglary was committed, but Mr. 


Hawley arrived there just as the 
burglar departed, and immediately 
telephoned police headquarters. 
Detectives’ Rich and Jones re- 


sponded. They found that a window 
had been pried open with a chisel. <A 
day or two ago they arrested a young 
and well-dressed fellow on suspicion. 
On his person they found a chisel with 
a nick In it, that corresponded to a 
dent in the ledge of the window which 
had beeri pried open. The chap gave 
his name as Charles Wilson. His 
shoes were removed and. measured. 
The measurements tallied exactly with 
the measurements of the footprints 
leading upito the Hawley window. 


In Wilsor m, at No. 452 South. 
Hill street, they found Mr. Hawley’s 
Panama hat—the one stolen. Wilson 


then admitted the crime, and said he 
had thrown away the topcoat, fearing 
its possession would lead to his detec- 
tion. Wilson is a stranger here. He 
had been a guest for four days at the 
Hotel Arcadia, Santa Monica, and left 
that house without paying his bill. The 
officers recovered his gripsack from the 
Arcadia. 

Wilson's parents live in Brooklyn, N. 
y.. and are supposed to be people of 
some means and prominence. Wilson 
refuses to divulge his true name. He 
says this is the first time he has been 
in trouble. Asked by a newspaper 
man why he entred the Hawley resi- 
dence, he replied: ‘‘It looked as though 
it ought to contain good plunder, and 
I needed money. But I couldn't find 
anything but the hat and overcoat.” 

After Mr. Hawley and Detectives 
Rich and Jones had testified, and the 
prisoner had declined to ask them 
any questions, Justice Austin held Wt- 
son in $1500 to the Superior Court.

AILWAY POOLS GET 
SOLAR PLEXUS BLOW. 


JUDGE WELLBORN’S DECISION IN 
FRUIT-ROUTING CASE. 


Shipper Has Right to Choose His Own 
Way of Getting to Market—Illegal 
Discrimination Has Been Exercised by 
Railroads. 


Railroad pools and tariffs, operated 
and enforced to the inconvenience and 
financial detriment of. « itrus fruit ship- 
pers in Southern Calitornia, and in 
Violation of a rule of t ‘lnterstate 
Commerce Commission ceived what 
Will probably prove to be a death biow 
in a decision handed down by Judge 
Olin Wellborn of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday. This decision, 
Which is a masterly exposition of law 
and interpretation of tact, overrules 
the demurrer set up by the defendants, 
the Southern Pacine, Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé, Santa F€é Pacific 
and Southern California Railway com- 
panies, in answer to the bill of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. This. 
Was argued before the court in Decem-« 
ber last, and submitted January 4. 

The decision is of great importance in 
that it sustains the rule of the com- 
mission, which was to have taken ef- 
fect June 20, 1902, that the’ shipper of 
citrus fruit has the right to choose his 
own routes for eastern destinations. 

In other words, the decision sustains 
the findings of the commission, and de- 
ciares that there has been discrimina- 
tien on the part of the defendant com- 
panies; that the judgment of the com- | 
mission was an adjudication on the 
questions of fact, and that the routing 
rule established by the railroads was | 
for the purpose of operating a pool be- 
tween the :e@ilroad companies. 

‘The defendant companies are given 
thirty aays in which to file an answer 


to the decision. It was. stated at the 
law office of three of these, the Atchi- 
son, ‘Topeka and Santa Fé, Santa 
Fé Pacific and ‘Southern California 


companies, that the answer would be 
filed within that time, and as soon as 
possible. course the remaining 
company, the Southern Pacific, will 
take, has not been announced, but it is 
understood that it will be the same. 
if this comes up for a hearing, ques- 
tions of fact in the-bill will be argued. 

Judge Weliburn’s decision is the out- 
come of litigation begun three years 
ago. At that time complaints were 
fiied by the Consolidated Forwarding 
Company and the Southern California 
was fhsti- 


Fruit Exchange. suit 
tuted against the Southern Pacific, 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, 


Santa Fé Pacific and Southern Califor- 
nia Railway companies, and testimony 
was taken before the Interstate (‘om- 
merce Commission, which was at that 
time sitting in Los Angeles. The com- 
mission retired to Washington, where 
the rule against routing and in favor 
of the shipper was finally made and 
published. 

The defendant companies held that 
the commission had no power to make 
this rule, and that it was not author- 
ized by the facts brought out at the 
hearing. So the rule was disobeyed. 

Lust October the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission filed complaint 
in the Circuit Court against the defen- 
dant ¢ompanies.* This is a voluminous 
document and upholds the commission's 
action against the routing rule. The. 
defendant companies were cited to ap-, 
pear and show cause why they had 
disobeyed the rule and in December 
last arguments were made. 

The effect of Judge Wellborn’s ruling 
will not be to immediately enforce the 
rule of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The railway companies will 
continue to ship fruit in their own pe- 
culilar way until the answer to the 
court's decision has been filed, argu- 
ments made on the facts in the com- 
mission’s bill and another décision is 
made or this. 

The decision is to all effects a ruling 
on the merits of the case although it 
only purports to be a ruling on the 
defendants’ demurrer. 

The decision begins by quoting the 


merce Commission: “It is ordered and 
adjudged that the defendant Southern 


Pacific, Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, Santa Fé Pacific and 
Southern California Railway com- 

nies, and they severally are 


notified and required to wholly cease 
and desist from and after June 20, 1992, 
from maintaining and enforcing a rule 
or regulation whereby the shippers of 
oranges, lemons and other citrus fruits 
from points in Southern California to 
points on and east of the Missouri 
River, and other eastern destinations 
are denied the right of designating for 
the transportation of their said prop- 
erty and having such property trans- 
ported over any of defendants’ estab- 
lished and published joint or continu- 
ous lines, or routes between any of 
aforesaid points of shipment and des- 
tination at published schedule rates or 
charge applying over such routes or 
lines. | 

“It. is further ordered and adjudged 


erally are hereby notified and required 
to wholly cease from and after June, 
1902, from failing and refusing as ini- 
tial carriers to keep open for the use 
of the public their published rates or 
charge for the transportation of or- 
anges, lemons and other citrus fruits 
from points in Southern California to 
points on and east of the Missouri 
River, for and during all the time such 
rate orgcharge may be lawfully in 
force, ofer each and every one of the 
established routes upon which the said 
rate or charge is in the published joint 
echedule, or tariffs stated to apply. 
and from further continuing their pres- 
ent practice whereby the application of 
such published rate or charge over any 

of. such published. and: established 
? routes when specified by a shipper for 
the transportation of his property is 
allowed to, or withheld from, such 
shipper, and the property shipped by 
him as then the sald defendants or 
either of them may determine.” 

“The rule against which said orders 
are directed is declared in the agree- 
meént established through routes 
as follows: ‘In guaranteeing the 
through rate named herein, the 
absolute and unqualified right 
of routing beyond its own  termi- 
nus is reserved to tnitial carriers, giv- 
ing guarantee. In accordance with 
this rule, agents will not accept ship- 
ping orders or other documents, if 
routing instructions are shown therein. 
Neither will agents accept verbal writ- 
ing instruction.’ ” | 

In rendering his decision, Judge Well- 


born says: 

“The defendants other than _§the- 
Southern Pacific company. have de- 
murred to the bill specially, on the 
ground that their connecting lines tn 
through routes and tariffs agreement, 
in said erders arabe joined as parties
